China posecancs the longest bridge
In tho world, It is st Langang, over
an arm of the China sea, and five
mliles long, seventy feet high, with a
roadway seventy feet wilde, and has
300 arches. The parapet Is a balus-
trade, and each of the pillars, which
are seventy-five foet apart, supporia a
pedestal on which 1s placed a lion
twenty-one feet long, made of one
block of marble. The highest brid ;o
inswid to be the rallway viadoct of
Garabit, in France, now belog erected
over a river in the department of Can-.
tal. The bridge has o total length of
sbout 1,180 feet, and near the middle
of the groat contral arch, which fa one
of the noteworthy features of the
structure, the height from the bed of
the river to the rall 1s 4135 feet  The
viaduct was comimenced In 1881, and
lo to be eompleted noxt year,
